Claim 1 has been amended to limit the compounds to "isobutyl-p-C-galactoside (IBCG), 
its biologically active salt forms, and optical isomers thereof." It is noted that the glucoside 
disclosed by Marquez et al (of record) is an optical isomer of this compound. However, the art of 
record suggests that a glucose compound would not have the required function and would not be 
embraced by the claims.
